NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24 th August 1972 

S.O. 563(E) .—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that It is necessary 
to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the definite matters of public importance hereinafter specilled; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Com¬ 
missions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby appoints 
a Commission of inquiry, consisting of Shri Vyns Dev Misra, a Judge, High Court 
of Delhi, to inquire into the following matters, namely: - 

(a) the course of disturbances which look place at Shahdara and elsewhere 

in Delhi from the 19th August, ID72, to 22nd August, 1972, following 
the alleged murder of Shri Onkar Singh, on the IBth August, 1972; 

(b) adequacy of administrative measures taken to prevent and deal with 

the said disturbances; 

(c) justification for the use of force by the police and the extent thereof; 

(d) allegations of excesses, ii any, by the police; and 

(e) any other matter having relevant" to the above. 

The Commission shall make every endeavour to complete its inquiry and 
make its report to the Central Government by the 31st December, 1972; 

And whereas the Central Government is o£ opinion that having regard to the 
nature of inquiry to be made and other circumslanccs of the case, all the provi¬ 
sions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3). sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) of 
section 5 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952) should bp made 
applicable to the said Commission, the Central Government hereby directs under 
sub-section (1) of the said section 5 that all the provisions aforesaid shall apply 
to tho said Commission,
